And Abruptly Converts 66 Foot 


Highway There 


In order to eliminate a Main 
street traffic hazard that is be- 
coming more pronounced with the 
increase in the number of autos, 
suggestion has been made that a 
corner of the grass plot that juts 
into the roadway at Chapel avenue 
be removed. : 

Main street at the northerly in- 
tersection of Chapel avenue is 66 
feet wide. On the southerly side 
of the intersection the grass plot 
exxtends 33 feet into the roadway 
from the curb line, and abruptly 
narrows the travelled way to 33 
feet. 

This condition was brought 
about back in the street car days 
when the single line of tracks 
that ran up the hill widened into 
a double line turnout as it entered 


the area now covered by the Brass | 


plot. When the car tracks were 


Into 33 Foot Lane 


removed the area which still re- 
mains town property, was land- 
scaped and remained closed to 
vehicular traffic. 

This spot forms sort of a bottle- 
neck in town on the heavily tray- 
elled Route 28 which frequently 
bears more than its normal flow of 
autos, trucks and busses at vari- 
ous times in the year. It is one of 
the main arteries of weekend traf- 
fle to and from many northern 
Summer resorts and it also takes 
& great part of the traffic caused 
by race track followers streaming 
back and forth to Rockingham. 

Traffic headed north at this 
point has to make a sharp swing 
to the right in order to avoid the 
line coming up the hill, thus bring- 
ing it over against traffic using 
Chapel avenue.

On Apr. 17, 
1749, this was surrounded and at- 
tacked by a combined French and 
Indian force of 700. The latter 
knew the English army was driv- 
ing up to attack what is now 
Ticonderoga and taking the little 
fort would enable them to spread 
out and get behind the oncoming 
English force.

COOPERATE WITH POLICE 


It is more than an ordinary request the police department 
is making in asking for prompt cooperation of the public in 
the detection and suppression of crime. 


As Chief George A. Dane abserves from his long experience 
as a police officer, there should be no delay in notifying the 
station whenever you observe persons whose actions arouse 
your suspicions or where you hear unusual noises at your home 
or in your neighborhood. 


All the chief asks you to do under such circumstances is to 
act promptly without making further investigation. Quietly 
call Emergency 390, state the location where the police are 
needed, what has happened, and your name, address and the 
number of the phone from which you are calling. Police cruisers 
are immediately directed to the scene by radio. 


Too many times in the past persons will call several hours 
later and tell police what they have observed, often too late 
for them to do much about it. If the information is received 
on time by the police there is a very good chance to prevent 
a crime or apprehend the person sought. 


It is for your own interest to act promptly as the police 
request. 


WILL LABOR DESTROY ITSELF? 


In an article in the Harvard Business Review, Donald R. 
Richberg, lawyer and authority on labor relations, considered 
the labor problem the nation faces today. The meat of his 
analysis is found in this brief paragraph: ‘You ask me, ‘Where 
issorganized labor going?’ — and | say that it is going to 
destroy itself and the American way of life if it does not find 
better guidance than it is getting today from its self-absorbed, 
short-sighted leaders and the fuzzy-minded intellectuals who 
call themselves ‘liberals’ and ‘friends of labor.’ “’ 


The nation has recently been treated to some grim examples 
of that. Probably the upheavals in the soft coal industry are the 
most revealing. No one ean deny that coal is absolutely vital 
to the maintenance of the American economy, and to the 
national security. If production were stopped long enough, 
hardly a wheel would turn in this great country. And one man; 
who is dictator of one union with some 450,000 members, can 
say whether coal will be produced or will not be produced. 

No country can long stand for this kind of monopoly. The 
financial and industrial monopolies were broken long ago. The 
union monopoly must be broken now. And it must be broken 
in the interest of free labor, as well as in the interest of all 
the rest of the people.

First—Soften With Words 


In early 1947 the communist 
premier, Clement Gottwald, made 
a statement for public, consump- 
tion. He announced that the 
Soviet method of dictatorship was 
not the only road to socialism. It 
could be assumed that the studied 
remark that Czechoslovakia would 
not go the way of Russia. So 
people who wanted to believe that 
labelled Gottwald’s brand of com- 
munism a local one, a national one 
in the interests of the Czechoslo- 
vakian people. Perhaps some 
didn’t believe it, but most of the 
outside world did. A year later 
the truth came out with stunning 
brutality. 


Then—Take Over Key Positions 


The communists had control of 
the ministry of the interior—they 
ran the police. On Feb. 23, 1948 
the minister of the interior an- 
nounced the uncovering of a plot 
for an armed uprising by the anti- 
communists. The next day ‘action 
committees’’—normally labelled 
armed thugs—threw anti-com- 
munists out of local and national 
government offices. News was 
properly muzzled and colored by 
seizure of press and radio. The 
defense minister, another of the 
faithful, called upon the army to 
“remain true’ to Russia. Private 
employers were fired by their 
workers, opposition leaders were 
arrested, and communist-con- 
trolled parliament pushed through 
whatever new laws the so-called 
government demanded.

And—Eliminate All Opposition 


Forced labor was decreed for all 
persons dismissed from their jobs 
for political reasons; purge vic- 
tims were assigned to labor bat- 
talions in mines, lumber camps 
and the like. A neat way of get- 
ting rid of opponents. Within a 
day or two 1,500 enterprises had 
been nationalized. Then the job of 
the action committees was defined. 
They had the natriotic duty of 
“cleansing” all opposition parties. 
The teaching profession was 
purged. All schools were ordered 
to ‘hold Soviet-Czech friendship 
celebrations. 


And—You've Got It 


All wholesale and foreign trade 
was grabbed by the government. 
The armed forces were purged, 
and the Medical association was 
dissolved. Doctors who wished to 
practice must join the Federation 
of Labor. The chairman of the 
opposition party committed suicide 
in prison—doubtless from a guilty 
conscience! And as a conclusive 
measure. to save the country for 
the ‘“‘people’s democracy” a “full 
extermination” of all the enemies 
of the regime was promised. 


Does this sound melodramatic? 
It’s all on record. Thoroughly or- 
ganized, well timed, accurately 
executed. No nonsense about the 
freedom of speech, freedom from 
arrest. Just no nonsense,

beyond the discussion stage. 

Police Chief George A. Dane 
said, ‘‘We are lucky that no boys 
have been hurt up there,” as he 
called attention to the fact that 
more than 700 of them cross the 
street four times a day to go to 
classes and to gym. 


Referring to the time the by- 
pass was constructed to take the 
traffic away from the academy 
grounds, he said he wondered at 
the time why an ornamental fence 
along the academy grounds with 
underpasses would not have been 
4 more economical solution to the 
problem. 


He felt that if any changes are 
made to assist the traffic flow the 
whole grass plot could be removed 
and a traffic island with grass be 
constructed down through the 
center thus dividing the street into 
two one-way lanes. 


A gradual widening of the street 
obstruction at the corner of Chapel 
and removal of part of the abrupt 
avenue could be done by the board 
of public works if it had sufficient 
funds or the question of widening 
the entire section of the street 
could be decided by a vote of 
the town meeting. 


It has been suggested that an 
improvement in the roadway 
might be accomplished under 
Chapter 90 work in which the town 
is reimbursed by receiving 50 per- 
cent of the cost from the state and 
25 percent from the county, as 
was done on the resurfacing of 
Main street from the Shawsheen 
river bridge to the post office in 
the past two years. 


The sugestion was also advanced 
that the state might take over that 
section of the road from the pres- 
ent state highway line to School 
street, and make it a state high- 
way. In such case, the state would 
decide whether or not an improve- 
ment in the roadway was neces- 
sary. 


ACCIDENTS COST 
$14,000 A MINUTE 


America is spending $14,000 a 
minute—accidentally! 

The 1949 edition of ‘Accident 
Facts,’’ the National Safety coun- 
cil’s statistical yearbook, points 
out that two persons are accident- 
ally killed and 200 injured some- 
where in the United States on the 
average of every 10 minutes. 

The costs of those accidents 
total $140,000—or $14,000 a 
minute, 

The yearbook also shows that 
somebody died in a motor vehicle 
accident on the average of every 
16 and a half minutes during 
1948, and that somebody was ac- 
cidentally killed in his home every 
15 minutes. There was a motor 
vehicle injury every 29 seconds 
and a home injury every six sec- 
onds throughout the entire year.

Cause Of Chimney Fires 
Use of damp, unsedsoned wood Assumes 
is the cause of many chimney fires. 
Since such wood it not readily Ce 
consumed, says the Mass. commit- 
tee on Fire Fighting, creosote 
collects on the sides of the chim- 
ney almost like so much coal. 
Then somebody throws some dry 
papers or shavings onto the fire, 
with a high wind to create a sharp 
draft; presto! you have a glow- 
ing furnace inside your chimney. 
The danger comes from weak 
places in the masonry and from 
woodwork touching the overheat- 
ed bricks. Better call the fire de- 
partment, even though you think 
the fire isn’t dangerous.
